Tlie tnllowliiB olj.servallonj nri^ not based 
on nny pofl of public opinion. Tlicy do not 
prt'leiid lo rctlect. or evi^n to surkcsI.. a na- 
tional trend. Neveniieles.s, H Is remarktiblc 
llie numbtT ol times In recent weeks that, 
people have been heard to .say, "Whut this 
Rltiiation neetls Is a dictator," or words to 
that effect. 

■'This Eltuatlon," of course, the spec- 
tacle or the country's economic control pa.w- 
Ing from the many private nnd governmental 
hands that keep It balanced Into the hands 
of ono man. The suggested cure was non- 
sensical, to be sure, but It was not made face- 
tiously. And Its very thoughtlessness points 
up a potential danger. 

The fact that the economic dlctator.shlp of 
John L. Lewis was brief does not mean that, 
as Sinclair Lewis (no relation) onco wrote, 
"It, can't happen here." For when our laws 
and their administration reach a point where 
any citizen, labor bo.s.s or Wall .street baron, 
can make the nation dance to his tune— and 
both have done it— a real danger b present. 

This Is an age of dictatorships. We and the 
rest of the world have seen them at their 
tyrannical, oppressive wor.^t. Yet when an 
unofficial dictatorship of person 'or Rroup 
takes control, caiLses confusion, and Llireai- 
ens disaster, there are always some who 
would effect a cure by a dose of the same 
disease. 

There no denying the neat efficiency or 
a dictator's government. It acts iiiilckly and 
Institutes overnight changes which are label- 
ed "reforms" or excused on the grounds of 
dire emergency. And for a time ths majority 
la likely to be pleased: The situation U 
hand, and the people are saved the trouble 
of worrying. And that Is all right with the 
dictator. He does not ask thought, only ap- 
proval. 

There are aome, tmfortunately. who will 
always admire strength for Its own sake, even 
when It Is uied for evil purposes. But there 
are undoubtedly more who will wish for 
dictatorship that affords quick relief from 
panic, without stopping to think that they 
are putting themselves in the position of the 
sorcerer's apprentice. They can always say 
the magic word that sets thfl broom to fetch- 
ing water, but they seldom know the word 
that will Btop it. Thus their servant becomes 
their destroyer. 

On the other hand, the ways o( democracy 
can seem slow and fumbling In our own 
democracy, much time la spent In argument

James Caesar PetrlUo has called a mu- 
sicians' strilce In a Chicago radio station to 
test the legality of an act which congress 
passed to curb some ot his more ambitious 
practices as president ot the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians. 

In announcing the strike to the press, Mr 
Petrllio la said to have shouted: "I demand 
that the government lay hands off! It should 
permit the unions and big business to handle 
their own affairs." 

On the basis of Mr. Petrlllo's past perform- 
ance, we feel safe in "revising and extend- 
ing his remarks," as they say In the con- 
gressional record. It may be assumed that 
Mr. Petrillo wants the government to let the 
unions and big business not only handle their 
own affairs, but also determine the scope ot 
those affairs. And If they happen to encroach 
on other people's affairs, to deny workers 
employment and a decent wage, to deny em- 
ployers the right to run their own legitimate 
businesses. It Is still none ot the government's 
business. 

Government once tried Mr. Petrlllo's pro- 
scription in the case of big buslnes.'s, until big 
, business got too big for Its britches. Then 
legal restrlcUons became ncccwary to protect 
the Innocent bystander.
